Mexico and Buenos Ayres, and also of Colom- 
bia, reserving a declaration, as to the latter, 
until the effect of the contest in Peru be more 
certainly developed ; and that this determaina- 
tion will be communicated successively to all 
the other foreign powers. 





A letter from Thomas Parker, Esq. at Am- 
sterdam, to Mr. Bannister, of Newburyport, 
Mass. gives the following particulars of the 
dreadful devastation, by the flood at St. Pe- 
tersburgh. It says, ‘‘that 5000 people were 
drowned in the city, besides a number of pri- 
soners that could not be released. A village 
near the city, called Emilianacka, was totally 
destroyed, and 8000 people drowned. The 
militia for eight miles round, were employed 
in picking up and burying the dead— 500 
oxen were drowned in the slaughter houses. 
The loss of sugar was to the amount of from 
four to five millions of dollars.” 


A southern paper states that in the legisla- 
ture of Louisiana, some of the orators speak 
in French and others in English -and that 
the clerk of the house acts as interpreter be- 
tween the parties. The paper goes on to 
state that the French language is vanishing 
every day more and more, and that the En- 
glish is cestined to swallow up the French 
language, at least in Louisiana. 


The whole number of deaths in the city of 
Boston the past year, was 1297: the greatest 
number in any one month was 154, in Sep- 
tember. ‘There was about an equal number 
of males and females. Of the whole number, 
242 died of Consumption: 174 of Fever; 45 
of Dysemery ; 30 of Croup; 22 of Intemper- 
ance!

less story of a broken heart, with its conco- 
mitant woes, it affords the proper scope for 
a muse like his, that shrinks from a delineation 
of the more turbid and stormy passions. The 
author seems determined you shall not tire in 
your progress, for he takes you along with
